(Correspondence of the Press and Tribune.) 

Cottage Hill is sixteen miles west of the city 
on the Galena Railroad. It is located on the 
dividing ridge between the River Des Plaines 
and Salt Creek. The soil is a clay loam, in 
most parts resting on an impervious clay sub- 
soil, and on the west slope of the ridge the up- 
_per strata of the * Niagara Group” of limestone 
crops out, while this rock underlyigg the ridge 
and so near the surface in many places, must 
account for the fertility of the soil, and its adap- 
tation to gardening and fruit-growing. Where- 
ever this shale-like lime is near the surface, we 
have observed better crops of wheat, healthier 
fruit trees, and consequently more fruit. Mgny 
of our old citizens will recollect the peach and 
_ apple orchard of the brothers Torode, on Salt 
Creek, which for several years produced large 
crops of fruit, but of late years have suffered 
by the hard seasons, as well as by neglect. This 
orchard was on this limestone shale. At this 
point the rock dips to the north, cropping out at 
Bennett’s Grove, a little to the southeast of Cot- 
tage Hill, and disappearing under the clay sub- 
soil towards Duncklee’s Grove, and the drift 
gravel to the northwest, to be again presented 
on the Fox River. In the selection of orchard 
sites too little attention has been paid to these 
geological features of the soil. Fruit trees like 
a limestone soil, or one formed from the disin- 
tegration of this rock. Even in the northwest- 
ern part of the State orchards standing on the 
cliff limestone soil, with proper shelter bave done 
well. 
At Cottage Hill, this limestone shale, or 
rather thin layers of rock, have been disinte- 
grated, and thereby formed a most excellent 
soil, much superior for fruit culture to the com- 
mon prairie loam, whieh the narth and 
east of it. Fors long time it wasa matter of 
surprise to us, that the lower lands lying along 
Salt Creek and about Cottage Hill, should 
prove superior to similar appearing lands to the 
north, and most of it more rolling, and with 
better drainage ; but so soon as these out-crops 
of lime presented themselves from under the 
mass of decaying vegetable matter, the mystery 
was solved. But enough of this at present. 
We had seen a statement in the Prairie Farmer 
that Mr. J. W. Wakeman had grown about four 
hundred bushels of cherries this season. Being 
somewhat familiar with his orchard until within 
the past two years, we determined to feast our

the institution. The chapel in “ Antioch Hall * 
was aisles and platform.
